From  “The  Florists’  Exchange,’’  August  28,  1915. 

“Richard  Diener,  Colma,  Calif.,  made  a showing  of  unnamed  Gladiolus 
seedlings  that  was  a revelation;  all  shades  of  color  were  embraced  in  the 
collection.  In  size  the  flowers  averaged  50  per  cent,  larger  than  most  of 
the  standard  varieties.  One,  named  D.  J.  Whitney,  opens  m a full  cluster 
at  the  apex  of  the  stem.  The  color  is  a salmon  flesh,  with  two  striped  and 
spotted  yellow  and  red  under-petals.  The  flowers  emerge  in  pairs  from  the 
main  stem.  Mr.  Diener  claims  these  result  from  his  discovery  of  a new 
law  in  hybridization.  The  Gladiolus  shown,  for  instance,  are  the  first 
crosses  from  ordinary  varieties.

PREFACE 


All  the  varieties  in  the  following  list,  which  are  Mr. 
Diener ’s  own  production,  are  now  put  on  the  market  for  the 
first  time.  They  are  not  only  double  the  size  of  all  existing 
varieties,  but  the  colors  as  well  as  the  height  of  stems  and 
number  of  flowers  they  bring,  also  excel.  Some  varieties 
bring  as  many  as  one  hundred  and  thirty  flowers  to  the  bulb. 
Another  good  factor  is,  that  all  the  corms,  or  bulblets,  of 
almost  all  of  the  varieties,  will  flower  the  first  year,  produc- 
ing larger  flowers  than  existing  varieties,  and  the  rapidity 
of  propagation  is  almost  unbelievable.  The  stems  of  all  our 
Gladioli  are  so  strong  and  upright  that  they  require  no 
staking. 

These  new  Gladioli  are  the  result  of  the  discovery  by  Mr. 
Diener  of  a new  law  in  hybridizing,  through  which  he  is  able 
to  double  the  size  of  any  flower,  fruit  or  grain  after  each 
crossing.  It  would  be  impossible  for  anyone  not  knowing 
this  law  to  obtain  such  results.  Mr.  Diener  is  the  only  man 
today  who  possesses  the  secret  of  this  process.

The  sizes  of  the  flowers  range  from  4 to  9 inches 
in  diameter,  and  the  height  of  the  stems  is  from  5 to 
8 feet.  The  seedlings  of  this  seed  will  flower  in  from 
5 to  6 months  after  sowing,  and  many  will  have  three 
or  four  side  shoots,  aside  from  the  main  shoot,  in  the 
first  year.  They  will  range  in  all  colors  imaginable,  but 
salmon,  white,  lilac,  pink  and  rose  pink  are  the  leading 
colors.

METHOD  OF  SOWING  GLADIOLI  SEED. 

The  seed  should  he  sown  early  in  the  spring,  like  onions,  to  the 
depth  of  1%  inches,  in  drills  15  inches  apart.  Sow  out  in  open 
sunshine.  They  should  not  be  shaded.  They  will  make  little 
growth  the  first’ six  weeks;  after  that  they  will  grow  rapidly.  The 
ground  should  continuously  be  kept  moist  until  flowering.  Keep 
the  ground  thoroughly  cultivated  throughout  the  summer.  Do  not 
use  any  mulching.
